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THE HILDRUP RAILROAD BILL.

The charges that Tom Scott bought the ma- 
jority which defeated the National Railroad bill, 
§ in the New Jersey Legislature, have been re- 
| peated on every side with such definiteness and 
persistence, that that body has appointed a spe- 
cial committee to investigate these rumors. 


The proposition is, that it shall be the duty of 
the Railroad and Warehouse Commissioners to 
examine the schedules of the various railroads 
in the State from time to time; and, whenever 
they shall believe that certain rates are unrea- 
sonable, they shall notify the Company to mod- 
ify them and submit the modified rates to the 
written approval of the Commission. When a 
railroad corporation shall fail to modify its rates 
within twenty days, it shall be the duty of the 
Railroad Commissioners to bring suit on the part 
of the people in any Circuit Court of any county 
through which this particular railroad runs. The 
court in which such suit is brought is required 
to give it precedence over all other causes; 2 
hearing before a jury is to be taken immediate- 
‘| ly; and its verdict is to be accepted as conclu- 
sive that the unapproved rates are unreasonable. 
A failure tocomply after the decree has been 
given is made punishable by a fine of not less than 
$100 for each offense, and the party who has 
been thus forced to pay rates adjudged to be un- 
reasonable shall be entitled to recover three-fold 
the amount he has paid as freight-money, and an 
allowance of $50 for an attorney's fee. The de- 
cree is to determine the schedule of rates for 
one year. It is a well-defined principle of com- 
mon law that the charges of common carriers 
shall not be extortionate or unreasonable, and 
Mr. Hildrup’s bill provides a commission that 
shall watch the interesta of the people in this 
respect, and furnishes a judicial process for en- 
forcing their rights wherever unjustly assailed- 
The right of appeal is granted to both sides, but 
it ia limited to thirty days. 

The proposition is one that should be accepta- 
ble to both shippers and railroads. All that the 
farmers pretend to demand, and certainly 
all they have a right to demand, is that 
railroads shall not make unfair dis- 
criminationg, and that their charges shall 
not be in excess of what will afford 
a reasonable profit for the capital invest- 
ed, upon a fair and economical administration of 
the business. What an economical administra- 
tion is; what reasonable profit shall be con- 
strued to be; what the relative rates that the 
various stations should pay,—are all matters 
that can be determined by evidence in individual 
cases, but which cannot be governed by a gen- 
eral law that would apply equally to all railroad 
lines, without regard to the circumstances under 
which they are constructed and managed. If 
evidence demonstrates that rates which are ro- 
garded as excessive are rendered necessary by 
the cost of the iron and machinery, which is in 
turn excessive because of a tariff, it is not fair 
nor reasonable to demand that the railroads sball 
sustain the entire loss in order to maintain a de-

THE LAKE-FKONI REPEAL BILL. 

A bill to repeal the Lake-Front Act has 
passed to a second reading in the State Senate. 
We publish the act which it is proposed to re- 
peal in another place, together with a synopsis 
of the argument of Hon. M. F. Tuley, the Cor- 
poration Counsel, in favor of the repeal. The 
act was passed in April, 1869, was vetoed by the 
Governor, and passed over his veto. It sought 
to convey to the Michigan Central, 
Illinois Central, and Chicago, 
ton & Quincy Railways, 
of land lying on the lake shore, between 
Randolph and Monroe streets, for the erection 
of a passenger depot, for the sum of $899,000, to 
be paid to the city and distributed to the North, 
South, and West Divisions asa park fund. It 
granted to the City of Chicago the right, title, 
and interest of the State in and to the reminder 
of the grounds fronting Michigan avenue, com- 
monly known as Lake Park, with the right to 
sell the same and apply the proceeds to park 
purposes elsewhere. It also sought to grant 
to the Illinois Central Railroad the sub- 
merged lands lying east of their track 
for a distance of one mile into the lake, 
and extending from the south pier toa point 
nearly opposite Sixteenth street, subject to the 
uses of navigation, reserving to the State the 
right to fix the rates charged for wharfage and 
dockage therein, and providing that 7 per cent 
of the gross receipts derived therefrom should 
be paid into the State Treasury. A clause was 
added declaring that, if the Illinois Central Rail- 
road Company should lease any portion of this 
property, the leasehold portion should not be 
exempt from municipal or other taxation. This 
phraseology was construed to mean that the por- 
tion not leased should be exempt from taxation. 

The Corporation Counsel justly observes that 
that portion of the act relating to the three 
blocks of land intended for depot purpose, is a 
very small matter; and, while he deems the 
price to be paid inadequate, he thinks the City 
Government would not be liable to censure if 
they should consummate the bargain, in view of 
the nature of the improvement to be made 
there. They bave been restrained, however, by 
injunction issued ont of the United States 
District Court; and the $200,000 paid by the 
Companies as a first installment, is still in the 
hands of Walter Kimball, the ex-Comp- 
troller of the city. The real prize 
sought to be obtained is the outer harbor, 
and this portion of the act is what should espe- 
cially be repealed. 

The arguments presented by Mr. Tuley on 
this head are strong and convincing, and we 
have no doubt the Legislature will act upon 
them, and recover so much of this property as 
is still within their reach and control. The 
Railroad Company claim that, having filed their 
acceptance of the act in due form, their rights 
cannot now be impaired. If this be true, then 
no harm can be done by repealing the act, ex- 
cept, perhaps, to multiply litigation ; but there 
is likely to be as much litigation as anybody can 
attend to, even if the act is not repealed. 


This is the tax levied upon the whole people to 
enable the carpet-manufacturers of Philadelphia 
to maintain their infant industry. Farmers in the 
West, who are complaining that the railroads only 
leave them 20 cents per bushel for corn, have voted 
a tax upon themselves of oyer 70 per cent on the 
single article of carpets, in order to enrich these 
manufacturers. This carpet tax is part of the 
great swindle into which the American 
wool-growers were seduced in 1867; 
latter agreed to pay the carpet-manufacturers 
atax of 70 per cent on their carpets, and were 
promised in return an advance in the price of 
wool. But the carpet-manufacturers 80 ar- 
ranged the tariff that they could get their wool 
from foreign countries by paying a tax of 25 per 
cent. Notwithstanding this immense tax 
levied for their benefit, we have the wail of 
the carpet-manufacturers that they are ruined. 
Though they have had their share of the 20 
cents per bushel for corn, they are suffering. 
Protection has, while exhausting the substanc- 
of the people, ruined the manufacturers. It has 
resulted in over- production, and as our carpets 
cannot be exported to any other country, but 
must be sold at home, they find themselves with 
large stocks of old patterns and styles, which 
are not marketable. Nothing can save them but 
| adding another 20 per cent to the tax, thereby 
increasing the price of the stock on hand. 

While on this subject it is well to call the at- 
tention of the producers to the general extent of 
this taxation for the benefit of manufacturers. 
The pension roll of the United States numbers

| about twenty-five millions of dollars annually-
